hended not onely Chri@ crucified , butthe force, ef- 
{c&,and merits of his Death and Paſſion, with all the 
comforts, fruits,and promiſes which we receiue or ex- 
pe thereby. 

Secondly, the honourand dignity of the Name of 
thecroſle, begate a reuerend cſt;marion cuen in the 
Apoſtles times ( for ought that is knowne to the con- 
trary) of the ſigne of the croſſe : whichthe Chriſtians 
mortly after vſcd in all their ations, thereby making 
an outward ſhew and profeſſion cuen tothe aſtoniſh- 
ment of the Iewes, that they were not alhamed to ac- 
knowledge him for their Lord and Saviour, whody- 
cd for them vpon the croſſe. And this ligne they did 
not onely vic themſelues with a kinde of glory, when 
they met with any Iewes , bur ſigned therewith their 
children when they were chriſtened, to dedicate them 
by that badge to his ſeruice, who benefits beſtowed 
vpon them in Baptiſme, the name of the croſſe did re- 
preſent. And this vſeofthe figneof the crofle in Bap. 
tiſme was held in the Primitive Church, as well by 
the Greekes as the Latines, with one conſent and 
great applauſe. At what time , if any had oppoſed 
chemſclues- againſt it , they would certaynely have 
beene cenſured agenemies of the name of the croſle, 
and conſequently of Chriſts merits, the ſigne where- 
ofthey could no berrer endure. This continuall and 
generall vſc of the ſigne ofthe croſle,is cuident by ma. 
ny xcſtimonics of the ancient Fathers. 
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Thirdly, it muſt bee confeſſed , that in proceſſe of 
time , the Ggne of the croſſe was greatly abuſed in 
the Church of Rome , = ehar corrup- 
tion of Popery had once poſleſled it. But the abuſe 
of athing doeth not take away the lawfull vſe of it.

onely departed from them in thoſe particular points, 
whercin they were fallen both from themſelues in 
their ancient integrity , and from the Apoſtolicall 
Chutches which were their =_ founders. Inwhich
